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On September 19, 2009, at approximately 0245 hours, deputies were monitoring 
approximately 35 inmates being processed through the IRC clinic area. As the 
inmates were standing with their right shoulder against the wall waiting to be housed, 
Inmate Timmons began yelling and refused to move inside a cell. Deputies Arreola 
and Sanchez contacted Timmons to see what the problem was. 


Upon contacting Inmate Timmons, the deputies ordered him to face the wall and 
place his hands behind his back. When deputies attempted to handcuff Inmate 
Timmons, he resisted by tensing his body and moving his arms away from the 
deputies. Deputies Arreola and Sanchez employed a controlled take down of Inmate 
Timmons. Once on the ground, Deputy MN wo had come to the assistance of 
Arreola and Sanchez, successfully handcuffed Inmate Timmons without further 
incident. 


As a result of the take down maneuver, Inmate Timmons sustained a bump on his 
forehead and lacerations above his eyebrow and chin. He was taken to the IRC 
clinic where he was treated for his injuries and referred to “doctors line” for follow-up 
treatment. Later that day, Inmate Timmons was seen by a physician who ordered x- 
rays of his face and jaw. The x-rays revealed that Inmate Timmons had sustained a 
broken jaw, presumably as a result of being taken to the ground. 


On May 13, 2010 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a 
review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated 
by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards.

MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the 

Committee determined that the force used by Deputies Hector Arreola

On September 19, 2009, at approximately 0245 hours, deputies assigned to the Inmate 
Reception Center were involved in a use of force while attempting to subdue a combative 
inmate. The encounter resulted in the inmate sustaining lacerations on his chin and 
eyebrow as well as a contusion on his forehead. On October 20" operations staff at the 
Inmate Reception Center learned that the inmate had sustained a broken jaw during the 
course of his altercation with the deputies. Internal Affairs Bureau was notified and 
subsequently learned the following. 


Deputies were monitoring approximately 35 inmates being processed through the IRC. 
clinic area. As the inmates were standing with their right shoulder against the wall waiting 
to be housed, Inmate Timmons began yelling and refused to move inside a cell. Deputies 
Arreola and Sanchez contacted Timmons to see what the problem was. 


Upon contacting Timmons the deputies ordered him to face the wall and place his hands 
behind his back. When deputies attempted to handcuff Timmons, he resisted by tensing 
his body and moving his arms away from the deputies. Deputies Arreola and Sanchez 
employed a controlled take down of Timmons. Once on the ground, Deputy wo 
had come to the assistance of Arreola and Sanchez, successfully handcuffed Timmons 
without further incident.

Deputy Hector Arreola, was interviewed on February 15, 2010, by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Jimmy Rios. The interview was conducted 
at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was digitally recorded for review. The 
following is a summary of Deputy Arreola’s view of the incident. 


Deputy Arreola said on 09-19-09, at approximately 0245 hours, he was assigned to IRC 
231 clinic. He said he and other deputes were monitoring approximately thirty five 
inmates being processed through the 232 clinic area. He said as the inmates were 
standingin line waiting to be housed, he heard I/Timmons yelling and refusing to go inside 
Pod B. He said I/Timmons was ordered to go inside his assigned cell. Deputy Arreola 
said he and Deputy Sanchez walked over to speak to /Timmons. Deputy Arreola said 
[/Timmons had a facial expression on his face that led him to believe that Timmons did 
not understand the directions being given to him. 


Deputy Arreola said at that poini he directed Timmons to place his hands behind his back 
so he could handcuff Timmons. Deputy Arreola said his intention was lo continue to talk 
to him once a supervisor was present. Deputy Arreola said as he spoke to I/Timmons, he 
turned his body towards them and tensed up. Deputy Arreola said he attempted to take 
control of Timmons arms. He said as he attempted to grab Timmons arms, he continued 
to tense up and moved his arms back and forth in an effort to avoid being handcuffed. 
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Deputy Arreola said he immediately took control of Timmons right arm and upper back 
area. He said Deputy Sanchez took contro! of Timmons left arm. He said they did a team 
takedown and took Timmons to the ground. He said at that point, Deputy| 
handcuffed I/Timmons without further incident. Deputy Arreola said he saw that Timmons 
was bleeding from his chin as a result of him striking the ground during the takedown. 
Deputy Arreola said he also noticed a laceration on Timmons left eyebrow. 


He said he did not see anyone else use force on I/Timmons. He said Sergeant Jones 
responded and he advised him of the force he had used on Timmons. Deputy Arreola 
said Timmons was treated by the medical staff.

Deputy Eduardo Sanchez, mm was interviewed on February 15, 2010, at 
approximately 1045 hours, by Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Jimmy Rios of Internal Affairs 
Bureau. The interview was digitally recorded for review. The following is a summary of 
the incident. 


Deputy Sanchez said he was working IRC clinic on 09-19-09, at approximately 0245 
hours. He said he and other deputes were monitoring inmates being processed through 
the 232 clinic area. He said he heard |/Timmons yelling and refusing to go inside Pod B. 
Deputy Sanchez said Timmons was given verbal commands to go inside of his cell. He 
said Timmons refused to comply with the instructions given to him. Deputy Sanchez said 
he and Deputy Arreola approached Timmons to see why Timmons was not following 
instructions. 


Deputy Sanchez said Deputy Arreola ordered Timmons to face the wall and to place his 
hands behind his back so that he could be handcuffed. Deputy Sanchez said while they 
were attempting to talk to Timmons and handcuff him, Timmons turned his body towards 
them (Arreola and Sanchez) and began to tense up. 


Deputy Sanchez said at this point, they ordered I/Timmons to put his hands behind his 
back so that he could be handcuffed. Deputy Sanchez said they both attempted to take 
control of Timmons arms. Deputy Sanchez said Timmons continued to tense up and 
moved his arms in an effort to keep from getting handcuffed. Deputy Sanchez said he 
took control of Timmons left lower arm area, and Deputy Arreola took control of Timmons 
right lower arm area. He said they performed a controlied take down. He said when they 
were on the ground, Deputy MME an courted Timmons without further incident. 


Deputy Sanchez said as they lifted Timmons onto his feet, they noticed Timmons had 
sustained an injury and was bleeding from his chin as a result of hitting the floor during 
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the take down. Deputy Sanchez said he also saw a small cut on Timmons left eyebrow. 
/Timmons was treated for his injuries by the medical siaff. Sergeant Jones was notified 
of the force used on Timmons.

He said Deputies Arreola and Sanchez 
ed /Timmons to see if there was a communication misunderstanding. Deputy 
aid while the deputies were speaking to Timmons, he turned his body and tensed

He said Deputy Arreola ordered Timmons to put his hands behind his back so that he 
could be handcuffed. ep. Alls Timmons refused to follow directions and 
started to resist. He said at that point, Deputy Sanchez took control of I/Timmons left arm 
while Deputy Arreola took control of Timmons right arm. Deput said Deputies 
Arreola and Sanchez then performed a controlled team take down. He said once they 
were on the ground, he handcuffed Timmons without further incident. 


Deput [aia Timmons sustained an injury to his chin as a result of him hitting the 
floor during the take down. He said Sergeant Jones was notified of the incident.

SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS: 

Suspect Barry Timmons was interviewed on September 19, 2009, at 0336 hours by 
Sergeant Damon Jones and Sergeant Alise Norman, 7 Sergeant Jones stated 
that I/Timmons appeared to be in a state of confusion. He said Timmons also displayed 
signs of being restless. He said Timmons had difficulty articulating what had happened. 
Inmate Timmons told Sergeant Jones that he was trying to understand what the deputies 
were saying. Timmons said he laughed at something. He first said he had laughed at 
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another inmate but later told Sergeant Jones that he had laughed at a joke one of the 
deputies had told him. Inmate Timmons told Sergeant Jones that he was instructed to put 
his hands on the wall and he complied. He continued by saying that he was walking to 
his cell when a deputy put him in a “choker.” Sergeant Jones indicated that Timmons 
could not clearly explain what a “choker” was. Inmate Timmons told Sergeant Jones that 
he believed that he had been put to sleep. Sergeant’s Norman and Jones asked 
Timmons if he had lost consciousness and he replied by saying he did not remember. 
I/Timmons told Sergeant Jones that he did not remember anyone hitting him. Timmons 
said the entire incident happened very quickly. I/Timmons was unable io tell Sergeant 
Jones how he received his injuries.

SUSPECT'S INJURIES: 


Suspect Timmons was seen by [RC Nurse Loretta Baxter on 09-19-09 at 0415 hours. 
She noted that Timmons had a 1" laceration on his left eyebrow with swelling and a % 
inch gash under his chin that was bleeding actively. The wounds were cleaned with 
normal saline, wrapped wit gauze and bandaged. There was mention of any otherinjuries 
or complaints of pain. Inmate Timmons stated he does have a history of mental illness. 
{/Timmons was seen by menial health staff and transferred to Twin Towers module 172 
for observation. 


/Timmons was referred to Doctors line for follow-up treatment. Later that day Timmons 


was seen by a physician who ordered x-rays of his face and jaw. The x-rays subsequently 
revealed that Timmons had sustained a broken jaw.
